A synchroniz e d event is a 
sch e dul e d transmission of tim e sensitiv e data such as w^hat is often known as continuous bit rate 
data. Exampl e s includ e vid e o and voice wher e in a collision (inability to transmit th e continuous 
bit rate data) may r e sult in degradation of signal qualit>^ at the rec e iving e nd. Th e inventive 
system and method e valuat e the The schedule of synchronized events are evaluated in relation to 
the present time and determine whether a non-synchronized event may be transmitted without the 
likelihood of a collision. Making the The transmission determination that suoh a transmission 
may occur includes evaluating future time periods to see if a synchronized event is scheduled 
during a time period in which the non-synchronized event would continue to be transmitted for 
those non-synchronized events that span two or more defined time periods in length.
